1. TWO MISSISSIPPE NATIONAL GUARD C-I30S ARRIVED AT LA MESA 
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AIRPORT OUTSIDE SAN PEDRO SULA MORNING OE SEPTEMBER 23. ONE 
PLANELOAD OE SUPPLIES WILL BE UTILIZED IN SAN PEDRO SULA AREA 
AND ANOTHER PLANELOAD IN LA CEIBA. THE SUPPLIES WILL BE EERRIED 
TO LA CEIBA EROM LA MESA BY A HONDURAN AIR EORCE C-47. 

2. EOREIGN AIRCRAET (OTHER THAN U.S.) THAT HAVE ARRIVED IN 
SAN PEDRO SULA INCLUDE TWO CUBAN, EOUR MEXICAN, TWO COSTA 
RICAN, ONE COLOMBIAN, ONE VENEZUELAN AND ONE NICARAGUAN. A 
BRITISH COMMUNICATIONS TEAM EROM BELIZE ARRIVED TO HELP ESTABLISH
